LINE OF RETREAT BLOCKED. 
Rome. May 28.—A

Tokio states that the Japanese forces 
on the Liao-Tung peninsula have at- 
tacked Liu Shin Tou on Talien-Way 
Bay. and have seized the forts at the 
junction of the Uafny branch ar.cl

A strong Russian force was posted 


at Kinchow. it consisted of infajitry 
and artillery. 


"Wednesday morning at 5:30 the Jap- 


anese attacked Kinchow and for three 
hours they had an artillery duel with 
the batteries on Nanshan Hill. 
The 


Russian guns searched the Japanese 
lines with their fire, but failed to in- 
fnct much Damage. 


The battle was resumed at dawn on 


Thursday. 
Three Japanese gunboats 


then entered Kinchow Bay, and in co- 
operation with the artillery on shore, 
shelled the Russian position on Nan- 
shan Hill. A Russiari~gunb6<>t in Tal- 
ien Bay steamed close to the shore and 
shelled the Japanese left.' From dawn 
the batteries on both sides hammered 
away at each other.

Los Angeles. Cal., May 28.—By the 
cishe yea aud iiay vote of l-il to 


-S the Methodist geii'ral conference

change in the church .''icipline in the 
'natter 
of prohibited 
amusements. 


"'IIP question is one -which has agitated 
ihe minds of delegate- to the present 
general conlerence perhaps more than 
r.ny other single. proMom that has 
1'peii betore it. 
The .-hiircli at large 


t;,jk a wide interest :r. the subject of 
the proposed striking nut of the speci- 
fied prohibited amuse nie-its from the 
discipline and many 
memorials and 


petitions: irora all pans of the coun- 
try reflected popular opinion in the 
church on the matter. 


In alL 03 petitions! have been re- 


ceived, 05 of which opno->od any change 
in the discipline on this point, and 10 
favored various changes. 


The question came before the coii- 


ierence in the report of the commit- 
tee on the state of the church. The 
majority report recommends as fol- 
lows: 


"Your committee de< lines to recom- 


mend the striking out ot the specified 
amusements from 
paragraph 
'2IS of 


Hie discipline. Some amusemenU in 
common use are posithcly demoralis- 
ing and furnish the first easy steps to 
the total loss of character. "We, tnerc- 
lore lift >ip fi solemn note of warning 
and 
entreaty, 
particularly 
against 


theater-going, dancing and such games 
of chance as are frequently associated 
with gambling."

SHOOTS

KILLS TWO CAR 


ROBBERS IN CLEVELAND. 


Cleveland, O., May 28.—Two car rob- 


oers were bhot by Fptcial Detective 
Wilson while they were trying to es- 
cape by swimming across the river 
ast night, he says. It is thought both 
men were drowned. 


Wilson was walking along the Balti- 


more and Ohio tracks near the foot of 


Commercial street about 8 p. m. when 


he saw four men coming towards him. 
They carried a large nag. Wilson was 
suspicious, as there had been many car 
robberies recently. Thfe detective leap- 
ed out and, drawing nTs revolver, or- 
dered them tb halt. Instead of obey- 
ing, the men. ran. Wilson fired several 
times. One man called out as though 
he had been struck, but kept on run- 
ning. The fugitives separated, two of 
them running up the tracks, and two 
of them toward the rh er. Wilson fol- 
lowed the men who ran twoard thf 
mer. He pursued them to the brink. 
There they turned and. seeing the de- 
tective right behind them, jumped 
headlong into the water. Wilson stood 
on the bank and called to the men to 
swim back to shore or he would fire 
One of the men turned and cursed him. 
The detecth e opened fire. He emptied 
his revolver, then reloaded and fired 
again, nine times in all 
At the sixth 


shot he heard one of the men cry cut: 


He has done for me. I'm hit"' A mo- 


ment later the man disappeared. The 
other man swam en toward a bridge 
abutment. As he clung to the logs 
panting Wilson fired three shots at 


him. 
One is thought toTiare Kit the 


man. 
as he went under. He came up 


again, however, and once1 more clung 
to the bridge. Wilson, bridge Tender 
Hoagland and 3mmett and Peter Mur- 
ray, who were nearby, scrambled down 
to where the man had been seen. He 
was not there. 
They searched 
the 


whole abutment and looked up and 
down the river, but no trace of the man 
could be found. They telephoned the 
police and a watch was kept up ill 
night, but nothing was seen again of 
either man. Both Detective 
WTilson 


and tihe brdige tender say the men 
must have drowned. A search will be 
made for their bodies."
